Este, July 22. — Oen. Garcia has written 
a letter to Gen. Shatter, in which he de- 
clares that he is dlBgustcd at his treat- 
ment at the hands ol the Americans, 
and will consequently withdraw his 
own forces to the hills, being no longer 
willing to submit to the Indignities 
which he has been subjected. 

Among the things of which Gen. 
Garcia complains is the failure of the 
American commander to officially 
notify him of the surrender of the 
Spanish forces under Gen. ToraL 
is also incensed at the fact that be 
was not Invited to be present at the 
ceremony attending the formal capitu- 
lation of Santiago. 

Another of the grievances Is the 
action of Gen. Shatter in retaining 
the Spanish civil authorities in the 
administration of their functions in 
Santiago.
